3onar Law, who intimated that he was unable to form an 
administration. Thereupon the king summoned Mr. Lloyd 
George who, at his majesty’s request, undertook to endea- 
yor to form an administration.” 


LONDON, Dee, 6.—David  Lioyd 
George has overthrown the Asquith 
cabinet ,and will become prime min 
ister himself. The new government 
will be coalition, like the old one, bu’ 
probably without the same measure o° 
harmonious support which attended 
the formation of the first coalition 
government, because its birth has 
ereated additional factional differ- 
ences . 

This result has emerged from an- 
other day of active and hurried con- 


ferences, and a day of intense sus: 
pense and interest throughout the 
country, 


There was a prospect this afternoon 
that the personal offices of the king 
might solves the situation, and many 
thought that the Asquith regime 
might be continued. ‘The king called 
the party leaders to Buckingham Pat- 
ace and conferred with them for more 
than an hour, Mr, Asquith and Mr, 
Lloyd George, of the Liberals; Mr. 
Ronaé- Law and Mr. Balfour, of the 
Unionists, and Mr, Henderson, of the 
Labor party, were with the sover- 
eign, ; 

Tried to Reconcile Party Leaders, 


It is many years since a British 
ruler assembled the representatives 
of the different factions face to face 
when they had shown themselves un- 
able to settle their differences, What- 
ever passed in council is held secret, 
but the inference that the king tried 
to arrange a& reconciliation appears 
it most natural one. 

The four statesmen departed separ- 
ately, four in their auto cars, and the 
workingmen's spokesman afoot, 

Afterwards the king gave an audi- 
ence to Mr, Bonar Law, who declined 
to undertake the formation of a new 


ministry, and then to Mr, Lloyd 
George, who accepted the responsi- 
bility, as everyone anticipated he 
would if the opportunity came to 
him. 
Will Be Coalition, 

The official announcement tonight 

that Mr. Lloyd George had under- 


taken the task, with the co-operation 
of Mr, Bonar Law, was a notification 
that the new government would be 
coalition. Any party government 
would be impossible, because neither 
the Unionists nor the Liberals have 
na majority in the house of commons; 
either one must attach the Irish Na- 
tionalists or the Laborites to itsel? 
to command a majority. The Na- 
tionalists have refused to participate 
in the government until home rule 
becomes established. The Laborites 
are sworn enemies of Mr, Lioyd 
George, because they resent his ac 
cusations that workingmen have pul 
their personal interests above the na- 
jional interests at times «uring the 
war .

Problem For New Premicr. 


The new premier is confronted with 
the problem whether he will become 
n member of his own war council. 
His scheme for the council, which he 
presented to Premier Asquith as the 
price of his continuance in the As- 
quith cabinet, excluded the premier, on 
the ground that the general duties of 
the office did not leave time for daily 
sessions to which the council must de- 
vote itself, 

The question whether Lord North- 
cliffe, to whom more than to any one, 
unless himself, Mr. Lloyd George owes 
his advancement, will enter the cabi- 
net, is much discussed. If he does, 
the presence there of Mr. Asquith 
Viscount Grey and Mr. Balfour, whom 
Lord Northeliffe’s newspapers call ‘the 
Haldane Gang,” apparently becomes

PARIS, Dec. 6—On the Somme 
front artillery fighting was quite active 
on both sides in the region of Boucha- 
vesnes, says the bulletin issued by the 
war office tonight. In Champagne our 
artillery took under its fire and dis 
persed an enemy detachment north- 
east of Fontaine-en-Dormois, On the 
left bank of the Meuse the Germans, 
after intense artillery preparation at- 
tacked at 8:30 o'cloek in the after- 
noon a salient of our lines on. the 
slopes east of Hill 304. Recelved by 
a violent fire from our machine guns, 
the enemy was able to gain a footing

Scores Run Up Into Cricket Fig- 
ures, But Players Are 


Improving 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6—Saseball as 
she is spoke across the Pacific, while 
crude, conveys to Ameriea the fact 
that the national game of the United 
States rapidly is growing in populari- 
ty among the Australians, 

A copy of the Svdney Argus, _re- 
ceived in New York recently, has half 
a cclumn of its space devoted to base- 
ball gumes, the details of several con- 
tests being included. 

If one is to take the word of the 
Argus writer for it, professional base- 


ball in America and the amateur 
brand in Australia are widely sepa- 
rated, 


“The Collingswood-Hawthorn game 
was a splendid fight for five innings,” 
the Argus reporter writes, and con- 
tinues: “But Hawthorn’s sixth brought 
S runs and they won by 10 runs to 6. 
Martin, the Hawthorn’s pitcher, struck 
out 14 batters and did some good hit- 
ting.” 

Speaking of another game, he says: 
“Richmond turned the tables on 
South Melbourne, and won by 23 runs 
to 6. Anderson, the southern pitcher, 
in sliding to third base, struck his 
head against the base, and the shak- 
ing affected his pitcning. Prereton, 
who had played a magnificent game 
at shortstop, took up the attack, but 
could not hold the Richmond bats- 
men, who accounted for 23 base hits, 
to which Eastman contributed 4,” 

They have a _ league in Australia 
for the Argus writer speaks of it in 
recounting a game between the 
Northecotes and the Y.M.CA.

There are two leading reasons 
why religion should not be added 
to the present list of school stud- 
ies: Lack of time and lack of pro- 
per teaching facilities. The present 
list of subjects ¥s already far too 
long—so long that the teaching of 
reading, writing and arithmetic 
is lamentably and notoriously in- 
sufficient. ‘To add another sub- 
ject would simply inerease the 
present insufficiency in the teach- 
ing of the essentials. To teach 
any study efficiently, the teacher 
must have a comprehensive and 
sympathetic grasp of the subject. 
This is more true regarding re- 
ligion than of any other possible 
study. If teachers could be se- 
cured for all schools who were 
properly qualified by training and 
experience to teach religion there 
are many hours of precious time 


| now devoted to non-essential sub- 


jects that might be profitably em- 
ployed in religious teaching, But 
such teachers cannot be secured. 
The ability to teach religion does 
not always accompany the ability 
to teach arithmetic. In the effort 
to secure teachers properly quali- 
fied to teach religion, the qualifica- 
tions for teaching reading, writ- 
ing, arithmetie or other materially 
advantageous subjects would have 
to be sacrificed in large measure. 
This would not be for the good of 
the children or of the state. On 
the other hand, if the ability to 
teach the every-day essentials is 
made first consideration the teach- 
ing of religion is placed in un-

At a recent public meeting Mr. A. J. 
Farmilo is reported to have made cer- 
tain statements regarding the care of 
tubercular patients at the Isolation 
hospital, which if allowed to go un- 
corrected might have the effect of pre- 
judicing the 
against this institution, and causing 
tubercular patients to persist in re- 
maining in their homes, under clr- 
cumstances which preclude them from 
getting the care and attention which 
alone can afford any chance of re- 
covery, and exposing all other mem- 
bers of the household to the very 
grave danger of contracting the dis- 
ease, Which is a menace to the com- 
munity. 

There being no sanitarium at pres- 
ent in this provinee the only provision 
available for such cases in our city is 
Isolation Hospital, to which a 
number of cases have been ad- 
mitted during the last few years, A 
great many of these cases, unfor- 
tunately, owing to prejudice excited 
by unreasonable and unfounded com- 
ments similar to those advanced by 
Mr. Farmilo, have delayed seeking in- 
stitutional care, untli they were in a 
hopeless condition, and no possibility 
of recovery existed, A fair percent- 
age have fully recovered; in some the 
disease has been arrested and in 
others decided improvement has taken 
place. The medical men under whose 
care these cases have been admitted 
have invariably expressed their satis- 
faction and appreciation of the excel- 
lent care and nursing attention given 
their patients suffering from this dis- 
ease, No medical man at any time 
has made any complaint to me as 
superintendent regarding the food 
provided or the ventilation. As re-
